NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 27th April, 1981 

GS.R. 312(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 44 of the Pood Corporations Act, 1964 (37 of 1964>, 
the Cential Govenyiirait hereby makes the following rules fur¬ 
ther to amend the Food Corporations Rules, 1965, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Food Corporations 
(Amendment) Rules, 1981. 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Food Corporations Rules, 1965,— 

(1) in sub-rule (2) of lule 7, under the heading “(i) 
Travelling Allowance", for the sub-heading "C. By 
Road" and the existing paragraphs iheieunder, the 
following shall bo substituted, namely :-^ 

"C. By Road 

In respect of journeys by road between places not 
connected by rail, he shall be entitled to load 
mileage at the rale of 95 paise per kilometre 
for journeys by full taxi/own cai. When a tour¬ 
ney is performed by sharing the hire chaiges or 
by taking a single seat in a taxi or public bus, 
ho shall be entitled to the actual share of the hire 
charges or fare of the single seat in the taxi or 
public bus, as the case may be, limited to the 
amount calculated at half the rate of load 
mileage for journeys by full taxi/own car. 

In a case where journey between two places con¬ 
nected by rail is performed by road, rail being the 
ordinary mode of travelling, the load mileage will 
be regulated as follows,— 


(a) When a journey is performed by sharing the 

hire charges or by taking a single scat in a 
taxi or public bus, he shall he entitled to the 
actual share of the hire charges or fare of the 
single seat in the taxi or public bus, as the 
case may be, limited to the amount calculated 
at half the rate of road mileage foi jouineys 
by full taxi/own car and further limited to 
actual rail fare admissible to him. 

(b) When the journey is performed otherwise, he 

shall be entitled to road mileage at the rate of 
95 paise per kilometre but the amount shall 
be limited to the actual rail fare admissible to 
him. 

However, if in any case the Corporation is satisfied that 
the journey by road was performed in the interest of the 
Coloration, road mileage may be allowed at full rates with¬ 
out imposing the limit of actual rad fare as afoi esaid.” ; 

(2) in sub-rule (2) of rule 9, for the figures and words 

*‘60 paise per kilometre", the figures and words 
"95 paise per kilometre" shall b-' substituted; 

(3) in sub-rule (2) of rule 15, for the figuies and words 

“60 paise' per kilometre”, the figures and words 
“95 paise per kilometre” shall be substituted.
